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Korean Film Council 


Established in 1973, the Korean Film Council (KOFIC) is a 
special organization entrusted to the Ministry of Culture, 
sports and Tourism sector of Republic of Korea. KOFIC aims 
to support and promote Korean films through various 
means. The organization is composed of nine commission- 
ers, including one full-time chairman and eight committee 
members appointed by the Ministry of Culture in order to 
discuss and decide on the main policies related to Korean 
films. 
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About KOFIC 

Established in 1973, the Korean Film Council (KOFIC) is a special organization, entrusted 
by the Ministry of Culture, Sports and Tourism, Republic of Korea, aiming to support 
and promote Korean films. KOFIC is composed of nine commissioners, including one 
full-time chairman and 8 committee members, appointed by the Ministry of Culture, 


Sports and Tourism in order to discuss and decide main policies related to Korean films. 


Raising the Film Development Fund 

Since July 2007, KOFIC has raised and managed the Film Development Fund, which 
amounts to approximately USD 430 million, in order to promote and support the Korean 
film industry. The fund 1s financed by the government with USD 172 million, along with 
USD 172 million from an allotment of box office ticket sales, and USD 86 million from 
leftover funds from previous years. The 3% allotment from ticket sales was temporarily 


applied for the period beginning July 1, 2007 until the end of 2014. 


SUPPORTING KOREAN FILM 
PRODUCTION 


Supporting Korean Film Production 

In order to stimulate original and innovate production, KOFIC provides support pro- 
grams for Korean films such as the independent film support program, the labor costs 
support program, and the accumulative support program for released Korean films. The 
independent film support program provides production costs for independent feature 
films, short films, and documentary films within a certain budget. The labor costs support 
program 1s an initiative designed to partially offsets labor costs for staff during produc- 
tion, and the accumulative support program for released Korean films is a program that 


supports R&D for subsequent features based on a film’s box office returns. 
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Supporting R&D for Korean Films 

KOFIC runs an online screenplay market to provide original and new ideas for the in- 
dustry and runs various contests for animation screenplays, novel adaptations by writers 
and scenarios dealing with traditional Korean culture. Writers can register their works 
on the online screenplay market (www.scenariomarket.or.kr) and sell them to investors 
or producers. KOFIC selects outstanding works among those submitted and provides a 
mentoring program to writers as well as subsidizing author’s adaptation fees. In addition, 
KOFIC supports R&D costs for promising mid-size production companies that have dif- 
ficulty raising R&D finances. 


Supporting Independent Productions and Art House The- 
aters 

To support art house and independent films and secure the audience’s cultural rights to 
enjoy diverse cinematic experiences, KOFIC supports cinemas and cinematheques spe- 
cializing in the screening of art house and independent films. To do so, KOFIC subsidizes 
25 art houses theaters nationwide and a cinematheque in Seoul, while also directly op- 
erating and/or supporting 3 cinemas dedicated to independent film in Seoul. Besides 
that, KOFIC supports special screenings arranged by local organizations to provide op- 


portunities for the local audience to watch a wide array of films. 


Supporting the Release of Diverse Films and Korean Ani- 
mation 

KOFIC supports the release of diverse films such as art house, independent, documentary 
and animation films. In addition, KOFIC supports the release and screenings of Korean 


animation films in foreign countries. 


Promotion Campaign for Legal Download Services 

As the film market is shifting to the digital environment, KOFIC 1s fostering the ancillary 
market by establishing a distribution platform for copyrighted online cinema content. 
The Ancillary Market Distribution Management System is designed to facilitate the on- 
line distribution process by promoting legal download services via web servers and to 
build a public online portal allowing people to easily access download services. Fur- 
thermore, KOFIC promotes its campaign with the catchphrase “Be a good downloader.” 
A “good downloader” is a person who legally downloads content from online platforms, 


is aware of creators’ rights, and understands that content should be protected. 


Investing in the Industry 

The Cinema Fund provides money to various investment funds for Korean films and 
plays a critical role in Korean film production. KOFIC invests about USD 8.9 million 
per year to stabilize the Korean film industry. KOFIC has invested USD 43.1 million in 
602 films in the last 12 years. 


SUPPORTING GLOBAL BUSINESS 


Supporting the Export of Korean Films 

KOFIC supports Korean films and filmmakers attending international film festivals. 
KOFIC runs a booth at major film markets to boost sales of Korean films and supports 
the marketing activities of Korean sales companies. KOFIC also holds “Korean Film 
Night” receptions to promote Korean films at major film festivals. In addition, KOFIC 


supports special screenings of Korean films arranged in foreign countries.

International PR for Korean Films 

KOFIC runs offices in the USA and China to use as a post for international PR and runs 
an English website (www.koreanfilm.or.kr), while also publishing a number of books 
and magazines in English (Korean Cinema, Who’s Who, Korean Cinema Today). KOFIC 
runs an online business center, KoBiz, to provide a one-stop service for international 
PR for Korean films, information of foreign markets, and news for co-productions and 


the exports of Korean films. 


Supporting International Co-Productions 

KOFIC supports co-production projects during their development stage through the “Co- 
Production Development Support” program. Selected projects (by region) are offered 
support in the form of script doctoring and mentoring for their development. The pro- 
gram was designed as a one-stop process from script development to consultation and 
business matching in order to find co-production partners and financiers. KOFIC also 
recently began the “Co-Production Incentive” in 2012 for co-produced films between 
Korea and other nations. In addition, KOFIC opened the “Film Business Center” in Bei- 


jing, China to provide a location for Korean producers to develop their co-production 


projects with China. 





Providing Location Incentives 

KOFIC offers a 25% cash grant incentive on foreign audio-visual works that shoot on 
location in Korea. To be eligible for the incentive, a feature film or TV series must be 
shot for more than 10 days in Korea; spend more than KRW 1 billion (approx. USD 
900,000); and be produced by a foreign production company, in which their participation 
should exceed 80% of the project’s total budget. 


Global Forum for Financing International Co-Productions 

KOFIC holds a “Global Forum” at the Busan International Film Festival to provide op- 
portunities for the international financing of Korean co-production projects. International 
industry professionals in the film business are invited for presentations, seminars, and 
1:1 meetings with co-production producers. A touring program that affords foreign guests 
a chance to visit post-production studios and famous shooting locations is also organ- 


ized. 


RESEARCH AND BUILDING INFRA- 
STRUCTURE 


Operating the Box Office Management System 

KOFIC operates the Box Office Management System to provide fast and accurate box 
office information and create a better and fair distribution environment for the industry. 
With this system, KOFIC collects ticket sales information from cinemas nationwide and 


provides box office information in real time. 
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Research and Cinema Policy 

KOFIC supports various research and studies to help the Korean film industry by pro- 
viding proper policies and alternative solutions for Korean cinema. KOFIC develops mid- 
term promotion strategies for Korean cinema and evaluates business and outcomes of the 
industry. KOFIC also provides vital information in the form of statistics, analysis and 
publications in order to research and develop new policies as well as publishing a Korean 


Film Yearbook, Korean Film Scenario Collection, Journals and Industry Reports. 


Korean Academy of Film Arts (KAFA) 


The Korean Academy of Film Arts was established in 1984, aiming to provide quality 
education to aspiring filmmakers. KAFA offers 5 courses in film directing, producing, 
cinematography, scriptwriting, and animation. In 2009, KAFA opened a production re- 
search course and has directly produced 4 feature films per year, which have all been 
screened and acclaimed at major international film festivals. Known as the “Military 
School of Korean Cinema,” KAFA has introduced more than 500 professionals to the 
industry such as IM Sang-soo, BONG Joon-ho, KIM Tae-yong, CHOI Dong-hoon, and 


more, who led the second renaissance of Korean cinema in the late of 1990s. 


Supporting Cinema Technology 

KOFIC puts its efforts on developing and disseminating core cinema technologies, in- 
cluding 3D, by running a program called “Moving School for Digital Technology,” 
which visits schools and institutions to update the status of their technology. In addition, 
KOFIC supports future visual technology for the Korea film industry by setting cinema 


technology standardization and offering a test for Industrial Engineer Projection. 





KOFIC Studios in Namyangju 


The KOFIC Studios in Namyangyju features state-of-the-art film production services and 


facilities. It consists of indoor studios (1 large, 2 medium, 2 small and | special photog- 
raphy, for a total of 6 studios), outdoor sets, a recording studio, a developing room, a 


CG room, and a Telecine room. 


Open Sets in KOFIC Studios and Social Contributions 
Open sets and theme parks in the KOFIC Studios are open to the public. Taking advan- 


tage of the infrastructure in the studios, KOFIC also provides programs such as a cinema 


camp, media education, media-experience education and hands-on programs 
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Supporting Human Resources and Improving Working En- 
vironments 

KOFIC offers an education/training incentive system for staff during their off-production 
time. The system aims to offer a professional education program to staff and supports 
them with unemployment benefits. KOFIC provides special education programs on act- 
ing, directing, lighting, editing, CG, and copyrights to staff and professionals in the field. 
It also runs an information system for people in the field, to certify careers and introduce 
a standard employment contract to secure staffs’ living requirements and meeting de- 


mands from the field. 


Supporting Film-Related Organizations 

KOFIC supports film-related communities and institutions to promote cinema culture 
and secure its independence. It supports not only their research works and projects on 
the industry, but also educational programs, film festivals, events, and international ex- 


change for furthering relationships with overseas markets. 


Improving Conditions for the Disabled 

To provide better conditions for the disabled, KOFIC supports cinema facilities and 
equipment to make subtitles and dubbing programs. KOFIC also runs Cinema on 
Wheels, a special program that visits remote towns or social welfare institutions to give 


them an opportunity to watch films. 


Supporting Visual Media Education 

KOFIC opened the Seoul Visual Media Center to promote the activities of citizens and 
students. The center provides various classes in theory for media production and making 
independent films. The center also provides special educational programs for people in 
prison or in the military, as well as handicapped and senior citizens, and migrant com- 


munities. It also supports local media centers by lending them equipment.

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REVIEW OF 
KOREAN FILMS: 

A SERIOUS MOOD 
DESCENDS ON THE 
INDUSTRY

2014 was a year in which events in the film industry were overshadowed by a 
tragic accident. The sinking of the Sewol ferry on April 16, resulting in the 
death of almost 300 passengers, among them many teenagers, left the nation 
reeling. In the months following the accident, all of society was in mourning, 
and few people were thinking about cinema. Politically too, the Sewol sinking 


exposed deep rifts within the populace. 


The year had opened on a lighter note, with the one major box-office success 
for Korean cinema being the comedy Miss Granny. The story of a spunky, 
combative older woman (NA Moon-hee) who finds herself magically trans- 
ported into the body of a 20-year old (SHIM Eun-gyeong), Miss Granny 
proved highly entertaining and funny, with the rising actress SHIM in particular 
receiving strong praise for her performance. The film was directed by HWANG 
Dong-hyeok, who had previously tackled much heavier themes in Silenced 
(2011), about a real-life incident involving sexual abuse at a school for the 
deaf. Despite the prominent use of hard-to-translate rural dialect for comic ef- 
fect, Miss Granny also worked well with international audiences and a deal 
was quickly arranged through CJ’s Chinese production operations to shoot a 


Chinese-language remake that will open in 2015. 
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A summer to remember for Korean blockbusters 

The Sewol ferry accident took place in mid-April, and for the film industry one of the 
resulting consequences was that it threw the summer release schedule into crisis. The 
summer months are firmly established as high season at the Korean box office, in par- 
ticular the period between mid-July and mid-August when students are on vacation. Ko- 
rean films often earn massive returns during this window, helped along by the fact that 
the US operates on a slightly different schedule and so the biggest Hollywood releases 


are bunched between June and early July. 


Korean distributors had lined up four major releases for the peak summer season, but as 
coincidence would have it, three of the four were sea-based works that were sure to in- 
voke painful memories of the ferry sinking. The Pirates, released by Lotte Entertainment 
and directed by LEE Seok-hoon (Dancing Queen, See You After School), is an action- 
adventure set in the 14" century at the founding of the Joseon Dynasty. After the Em- 
peror’s Seal of State, enroute from the Ming Dynasty to Seoul, is swallowed up by a 
whale, rival factions of bandits, pirates and the Royal Navy clash in an effort to hunt 
down the whale and claim the treasure. The most lighthearted and comic of the four 
summer releases, The Pirates bears a superficial resemblance to Pirates of the Caribbean 


and stars popular actress SON Ye-jin as the captain of a pirate ship. 


Haemoo, from debut director SHIM Sung-bo and produced by BONG Joon-ho (The 
Host, Snowpiercer), is a much darker story based on a real-life incident from the late 
1990s that was later adapted into a play. The captain of a fishing boat, threatened with 
the prospect of bankruptcy and losing his ship, agrees to pick up 30 migrants at sea and 
smuggle them into South Korea. However things go wrong with the plan, and events 
quickly spin out of control. With striking cinematography and a talented ensemble cast 
that includes KIM Yun-seok (The Chaser), MOON Sung-keun (Virgin Stripped Bare by 
Her Bachelors), HAN Ye-ri (As One) and a praised debut performance by idol group 
member PARK Yoo-chun, the film is an intense and at times disturbing portrayal of des- 


perate people losing their grip on humanity. 





| Roaring Currents 


Roaring Currents marks the return to the big screen of one of Korean history’s biggest 
heroes: Admiral YI Sun-sin (1545-1598). Previously the subject of film epics from the 
1960s and 1970s, and numerous TV dramas, YI is renowned for his success in driving 
back the Japanese navy during Japan’s multiple invasions of Korea in the 1590s. Roaring 
Currents stars veteran actor CHOI Min-sik (Old Boy, 2003) in the lead role, and dram- 
atizes YI’s stunning victory in the Battle of Myeongryang when he routed a Japanese 
force of 133 warships and 200 supply ships with only 13 ships of his own. He was able 
to do this by luring his enemy into a narrow strait with a particularly fast and dangerous 
current. Alas, this was roughly the same location in which the Sewol sank, and where 


an elaborate recovery operation continued to take place throughout the summer of 2014. 


Distributor CJ Entertainment had high hopes for Roaring Currents, given YI’s legendary 
status in the hearts of the Korean people, and also the pedigree of director KIM Han- 
min. KIM had been highly successful with his period-set blockbuster War of the Arrows, 
the best-selling Korean film of 2011 with 7.4 million admissions. Given the advances 
in CGI and other sorts of special effects, audiences would be witnessing this famous 
battle from textbooks in a more immediate and visceral way than ever before. But would 
viewers, so traumatized by the events of the previous April, stay away from the film in 
an effort to avoid bad memories? CJ, as well as N.E.W. and Lotte who were distributing 


Haemoo and The Pirates, respectively, debated pushing the films back to a later date.

Ultimately, however, they crossed their fingers and went ahead on schedule. 


The first Korean blockbuster released in the summer peak season was the one film among 
the four set entirely on land. Kundo: Age of the Rampant 1s set in 1859, and centers 
around a righteous group of outlaws who target the nobility and work to protect the 
weak. When a lowly butcher named Dolmuchi (HA Jung-woo) sees his mother and sister 
killed by the rapacious aristocrat Jo-yoon (GANG Dong-won), he joins the outlaws and 
embarks on a long-term quest for revenge. Director YOON Jong-bin, fresh off of the 
commercial and critical acclaim given to his 2012 film Nameless Gangster: Rules of the 
Time, charged the work with a visual energy reminiscent of spaghetti Westerns. The 
comparatively simple storyline, stretched to 137 minutes and infused with cinematic 
style, ended up polarizing critics and audiences into two opposing camps. Although the 
film enjoyed a massive opening in its first weekend, it lost momentum thereafter and 


finished with 4.8 million admissions. 


As for the remaining three films, it’s quite possible that memories of Sewol negatively 
affected the box office performance of Haemoo, which turns very dark in its final reels 
and culminates in a sinking ship. But The Pirates enjoyed an extended romp at the box 
office that ended in a very impressive 8.7 million admissions. As for Roaring Currents, 


it would go on to make history. 


The 17.6 million admissions earned by Roaring Currents in summer 2014 smashed the 
previous all-time record held by Avatar (13.6 million), and represented a level of success 
that many industry prognosticators hadn’t thought possible in a country of 50 million 
people. Its dominant performance was driven primarily by male viewers in their 40s and 
50s, a demographic that doesn’t usually visit the theater. But even given the film’s easy- 
to-market subject matter, thrilling battle sequences and the market strength of leading 
distributor CJ Entertainment, the unprecedented performance demanded some kind of 
explanation. The film itself produced mostly positive, but not enthusiastic word-of- 


mouth among viewers. 


One popular theory put forth by numerous critics was that its appeal to the zeitgeist lay 
in its tackling the issue of leadership. With Korean society permeated by a deep sense 
of anxiety and unease, it is natural that many citizens should crave not only a strong, 
but a just and inspiring leader. YI Sun-sin has long been admired not only for his military 
successes, but also for his unusual strength of character and wisdom that can be gleaned 
from the diary he kept throughout the latter part of his life. Significantly, not only the 
film but many other books and online content about YI were met with a surge of interest 
from the general public in 2014. The swirling currents depicted in Roaring Currents 
may well have reminded viewers of the Sewol accident, but that may have only helped 
its performance, in that viewers who felt despair at the current state of Korean society 


could locate some shards of hope in the figure of the main character. 


Serious films, dark films, issue-driven films 

The end of the year brought another season for blockbusters, with numerous local and 
Hollywood films jockeying for position during the lucrative Christmas and New Year 
vacation. Among these, the highest profile release was JK YOUN’s Ode to My Father, 
which instead of focusing on leadership placed an emphasis on the struggles of ordinary 
people over the last 60 years of Korean history. HWANG Jung-min takes the lead role 
as a man originally from North Korea, who becomes separated from his father and 
younger sister during the Hungnam Evacuation of 1950. He settles in Gukje Market in 
Busan, and having to support his family in the absence of his father, spends time working 
as a coal miner in Germany and also volunteering for service in the Vietnam War. YOUN, 
best known for his blockbuster hit Haeundae, combines humor, spectacle and melodrama 


in an engaging cocktail. 
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Blockbuster-scale works that touch on Korean history have proven to be particularly ef- 
fective at the box office in recent years, but also controversial, in that the divisions and 
conflicts that defined those decades remain unresolved in the present. Even films such 
as Ode to My Father which make an obvious effort to skirt political issues often end up 


being read as political statements, and as such it was not greeted without some criticism. 





A Hard Day | 


Stepping back from the year’s biggest films, we can see other trends that characterized 
Korean cinema in 2014. Korean thrillers enjoyed a considerable level of success, led by 
director KIM Seong-hun’s A Hard Day which premiered at the Directors Fortnight sec- 
tion at Cannes in May. The story of a police detective who accidentally kills a man and 
struggles to cover it up, the film stood out from ordinary thrillers not so much for its 
themes, but rather for the inventive and sharply focused way it presented its story. A 
Hard Day proved successful with both critics and mainstream audiences as well, pulling 
in an impressive 3.5 million admissions. Another hit thriller was The Divine Move, based 
on a webtoon about professional go players and underground gambling. Director JO 
Bum-gu (Quick, 2011) found a successful way to combine scenes of physical combat 
with the ancient and very complex strategic game of go, and audiences responded to the 
tune of 3.6 million admissions. Meanwhile, young director LEE Do-yun also impressed 
critics with his debut work Confession, about three boyhood friends torn apart by mis- 
understandings and suspicion as they reach adulthood. The film fell under the radar of 


mainstream audiences, but received invitations to several international film festivals. 


Another trend of recent years that 
was continued into 2014 was a focus 
on contentious social issues, usually 
drawn from real life incidents. Cart, 
by second-time director Boo Ji- 
young (Sisters on the Road), follows 
a group of female temp workers at a 
discount mart who decide to go on 
strike when faced with unjust layoffs. 
With an impressive ensemble cast, 
led by YUM Jung-ah and MOON 
Jeong-hee, the film generated strong 


word of mouth and grossed 800,000

admissions. The Whistleblower, di- 
rected by veteran YIM Soon-rye, was adapted from the real-life story of genetics pro- 
fessor HWANG Woo-suk, who was revered as a national hero until a group of 
investigative TV journalists uncovered the fact that his most famous research experi- 
ments had been fabricated. Popular star PARK Hae-il starred as the TV producer who 
came under fire from multiple fronts in the course of his investigation. The film opened 
at number one and sold 1.8 million tickets. Finally, Another Family by KIM Tae-yun 
(Educating Kidnappers, 2006) details the efforts of a father who brings a lawsuit against 
a semiconductor company after the death of his daughter and several of her colleagues. 
Pitched at a mainstream audience, like the other two films listed above, Another Family 
used both affecting performances and a thorough presentation of evidence to win the 


audience over to its side. The film grossed just under 500,000 admissions. 
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Ups and downs for independent cinema 

These socially conscious dramas were all produced within the mainstream film industry, 
with medium-sized budgets and recognizable stars. But as usual there was also a wealth 
of films and new talent coming out of the low-budget, independent sector. Even except- 
ing the large number of films targeted at the IPTV market that received a token exposure 
in theaters, there were over 60 independent features and 30 documentaries that received 
a commercial release in 2014. Many of these releases were on an extremely limited scale, 
given the small number of screens that specialize in independent releases — many of 
them supported in some way by KOFIC. Nonetheless, even when such films fall far 
short of the 10,000 admissions that is considered a mark of success in this sector, the 
process of having a film commercially released is personally and financially quite im- 
portant for independent filmmakers. Encouraging more viewers to go to the theater and 


watch independent films is a crucial task for the coming years. 


One of the independent films that received the most attention in the early part of 2014 
was LEE Su-jin’s acclaimed HAN Gong-ju, about a high school girl with a traumatic 
event in her past who is transferred to a new high school. Featuring an outstanding per- 
formance by the actress CHUN Woo-hee, the film picked up awards from numerous 
film festivals around the world including Busan, Rotterdam, Marrakesh and the 
Deauville Asian Film Festival. Despite being released commercially just a day after the 
Sewol accident, HAN Gong-ju performed surprisingly well, enjoying an extended run 


that ended in 224,722 admissions — a new record for a Korean independent fiction film. 


There were a few other examples of independent films that, thanks to strong word of 
mouth, attracted a wider-than-usual audience. The King of Jokgu, by debut director WOO 
Moon-gi, 1s a lighthearted comedy about a university student who returns from his mil- 
itary service to discover that the school no longer has a ‘jogku’ court. An unabashed en- 
thusiast of this sport, which to the uninitiated looks like a combination of volleyball and 
soccer, he embarks on a mission to hold a jokgu competition and restore the sport’s 
honor. Powered by a highly charismatic performance by AHN Jae-hong, the film opened 
in August and thanks to steady demand remained on release for several months, even- 


tually passing 45,000 admissions. 


Most surprising, however, was the performance of a small documentary titled My Love, 
Dont Cross That River, about an elderly couple living in the countryside. Originating 
ina TV documentary, and directed by first-timer JIN Mo-young, the film is a portrait of 
a couple still obviously in love after 76 years of marriage, but who face the prospect of 
separation when the man falls gravely ill. Released in November on a limited number 
of screens by distributor CGV Arthouse, the film struck a chord with its audience and 
quickly expanded wider and wider, similar to the pattern followed by the documentary 
Old Partner in 2009. By its third week on release, My Love, Don t Cross That River had 
climbed into the number one slot in the box office chart and amassed a million admis- 
sions. At the time of this writing it was unclear just how high the film’s box-office count 
would soar, but it had broken decisively into the mainstream just as the lucrative Christ- 


mas season approached.

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If the three works described above had found success through word of mouth, there was 
another category of independent films that were on the one hand challenging, non-main- 
stream works, but which featured well-known stars. One example was A Girl at My 
Door, which premiered at Cannes in the Un Certain Regard section before opening lo- 
cally on May 22. Starring BAE Doo-na (Cloud Atlas), teenage star KIM Sae-ron (The 
Man From Nowhere, 2010) and SONG Sae-byeok (My Ordinary Love Story), the film 
focuses on a newly-arrived police chief in a seaside town who gets to know a teenage 
girl suffering from physical abuse. She tries to help the girl, but this proves to be more 
complicated than she expects. Directed by first-time filmmaker July JUNG and produced 
by well-known auteur LEE Chang-dong, the film was an impressively nuanced portrait 


of two complex characters. 


Also drawing notice from critics was ZHANG Lu’s Gyeongju, a reflective, minimalist 
work featuring major stars PARK Hae-il and SHIN Min-a in the leading roles. It tells the 
story of a Beijing-based film professor who, during a brief trip to Korea, impulsively de- 
cides to revisit a tea house in Gyeongju he went to years earlier. Opening first in Korea, 
the film later screened in competition at the Locarno International Film Festival, and 


picked up a Best Directing Award from the 2014 Korean Film Critics Association Awards.

Veteran auteur HONG Sangsoo also returned with his 16" feature film Hill of Freedom. 
Well-known Japanese actor KASE Ryo took the lead role of a man named Mori who 
visits Korea in the hopes of reconnecting with a past lover. The events of the film are 
told in a series of letters written by Mori to the woman, but when she drops them on a 
stairway, the order becomes mixed up, and that is how we experience the narrative. As 
usual, the 67-minute film provoked a range of response from critics, some of whom felt 
it to be slighter than HONG’s previous work, while others argued on behalf of its orig- 


inality and complexity. 





| Hill of Freedom 


The similarly prolific KIM Ki-duk also presented his 20" feature One on One, about a 
group of vigilantes who kidnap and torture a man involved in the murder of a schoolgirl. 
After forcibly extracting a confession and apology, they then systematically work their 
way up the chain of command to the higher-ups who ordered the crime. Although not 
nearly as well-received as his award-winning Pieta from 2012, One on One premiered 
at the Venice Days sidebar of the Venice Film Festival, several months after a slightly 


longer version opened in Korea to a muted reception. 
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Meanwhile, the documentary sector continued to show great dynamism in 2014, pro- 
ducing some of the year’s most innovative and acclaimed works. Close to 30 documen- 
taries were released in theaters, including a large number of religious-themed works, 
several sports-themed documentaries and a quickly-assembled film on the Sewol sinking, 


The Truth Shall Not Sink With Sewol, that generated much controversy. 


One of the year’s standout documentaries was PARK Chan-kyong’s MANSHIN: Ten 
Thousand Spirits, which depicts the life of the master shaman KIM Keum-hwa in an 
unusual series of re-imaged scenes and recollections. PARK employed three actresses — 
MOON So-ri, KIM Sae-ron and RYU Hyun-kyung — to depict various stages in KIM’s 
eventful life. Non Fiction Diary by JUNG Yoon-suk looks back at three traumatic events 
in the 1990s, considering from today’s perspective the meaning and significance of those 
tragedies, and the decade as a whole. The work screened at many festivals including the 
Forum section of the 64" Berlin International Film Festival. In Berlin, the film shared 
the NETPAC Prize with another Korean documentary, A Dream of Iron by multimedia 
artist Kelvin Kyung Kun PARK. The latter work, which combines images from a 
Hyundai shipbuilding plant with reflections on the nature of the sublime, was highly ab- 


stract and challenging to follow, but it featured some of the year’s most beautiful images. 


Finally, PARK Moon-chil’s My Place and HONG Jae-hee’s My Father's E-mails fit 
within a broader trend of Korean documentarists who take their own families as the sub- 
ject of their works. Both films link the personal conflicts and experiences of their family 
members to broader issues in Korean history and society. Being both highly intimate, 
but also very insightful, they offer a particularly interesting glimpse into the ways that 


contemporary Korean society is changing. 


REVIEW OF 
THE 2014 BOX OFFICE 
THROUGH KEYWORDS 


The year 2014 saw four films reach the ten million admissions milestone in Korea. 
Among them, Roaring Currents ran fastest to the milestone, becoming Korea’s new all- 
time top-grossing film. Some foreign films enjoyed strong popularity in Korea even 
though they failed to do so overseas. Interstellar and Begin Again Ss box office perform- 
ances in Korea were exceptional in comparison with their box-office scores in other 
countries. Besides, headlines were made by independent documentaries such as My Love, 


Dont Cross That River. 


Four Megahit Films and Strong Performances by Foreign 
Films 

The global economic crisis of 2008 impeded the growth of the Korean film industry. 
But in 2010, Korean cinema began to rebound. This trend continued in 2014. First of 
all, box office revenues swelled to 1.6641 trillion won 1n 2014 from 1.5513 trillion won 
in 2013. It was only in 2009 that ticket revenues surpassed one trillion won for the first 
time in Korea. Since then, they have grown rapidly — up 6.8% in 2010, 6.8% in 2011, 
17.7% in 2012 and 6.6% in 2013. In 2014, they continued to grow. Among them, Korean 
film revenues stood at 820.6 billion won, accounting for 49.3% of the market. Its share 
of 49.3% was down 9.3% from 58.7% in 2013. This means that the overall film ticket 
revenues expanded but the proportion of Korean films dropped. In 2014, Korean film 
ticket sales slid by 89.3 billion won from 909.9 billion won in 2013. Admissions to Ko- 
rean films added up to 107.7 million, for a market share of 50.1%. They also dropped 
by 19.95 million from 2013. On the contrary, admissions to foreign films exceeded 100 
million for the first time to reach 107.36 million. Foreign films’ share rose over 20% in 
ancillary markets. It is forecast that in 2014, their revenues in these sectors will continue 
to grow to surpass 300 billion won for the first time. A total of 1,117 films (232 Korean 
films and 885 foreign films) hit screens, reaching a quadruple digit figure for the first 


time.

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Since The Thieves was released in summer 2012, one or two films had reached the ten 
million admissions mark annually. In 2014, to people’s surprise, four films made it. The 
Attorney released in December 2013 surpassed ten million viewers in 2014. Frozen, 
Roaring Currents and Interstellar followed suit. Ode to My Father premiered in De- 
cember 2014 and attracted over ten million viewers in January 2015. It is expected that 
industrial growth and the expansion of distribution and screens will lead to an increase 
in mega hit films for the time being. At the moment, Korean cinema is powered by 


megahits which attract over ten million viewers. 


Unexpectedly Huge Success of Roaring Currents and 
Interstellar 

Roaring Currents released in the summer of 2014 surpassed ten million admissions in 
12 days, passed the 15 million milestone which was previously deemed impossible and 
finally arrived at 17,611,849, carrying away the garland of becoming the top grossing 
film of all time in Korea. The unbelievable success of the action and spectacle war film 
Roaring Currents about Korean history’s most popular and respected admiral YI Sun- 
shin is attributable to the fact that the film offered viewers what they wanted most, a 
spectacle that let them escape from a sense of loss in reality. This was not a simple box 


office record but a social syndrome.

In addition, /nterstellar was the most popular and talked-about foreign film in Korea in 2014. 
In 2014, the sci-fi film held the 15th position in the North American box office standings with 
a modest US$183.46 million in ticket sales. But the film became a huge hit in Korea by draw- 
ing over ten million viewers. Worldwide, South Korea became the third most successful market 
for Interstellar after the U.S. and China. The most critical factor to its success was the fact 
that discussion about the scientific elements in the film traveled fast and actively via journals, 
the internet and SNS, bringing about huge positive marketing effects for the film. The film 
succeeded by appealing to audiences with its edutainment function which stressed its scientific 
aspect. The strong word of mouth of “IMAX will allow you to enjoy watching this film much 
better’ resulted in high occupancy rates of at least 90% in IMAX screens. Korean fans’ trust 


of its director Christopher NOLAN also played a role in the film’s success.

Preference for Franchises and Superhero Films 

Korean filmgoers continued to prefer Hollywood superhero films and franchise movies. 

The Korean film market reacted positively to superhero films such as X-Men: Days of 
Future Past, The Amazing Spider-Man 2 and Captain America: The Winter Soldier and 
franchise films such as Transformers: Age of Extinction, Dawn of the Planet of the Apes, 

How To Train Your Dragon 2, The Hobbit: The Battle of the Five Armies and 300: Rise 
of an Empire. This was the same as for the North American market. On the other hand, 

Edge of Tomorrow, Into the Storm, Noah, Exodus: Gods and Kings, Pompeii and Dracula 
Untold enjoyed a good response solely in the Korean market. This phenomenon is an 


indication of Korean viewers’ steady preference for Hollywood’s spectacle films. 


Growth of Diversity Films and Artbusters 

Diversity films also achieved popularity in 2014. The Korean Film Council gives this 
designation to a film after discerning its quality and artistic value at the request of the 
film’s distributor or producer. Diversity films are usually distributed via small-scale dis- 
tribution networks. But sometimes, a good response from viewers can push them into 
major distribution networks. Such rare cases took pace many times in 2014. Such a rep- 
resentative work is the Korean independent documentary My Love, Dont Cross That 
River. This film topped Korea’s all-time box-office chart of diversity films at number 
one, drawing over 4.5 million admissions, with the film still currently showing in the- 
aters. Among foreign diversity films, Begin Again performed much better in Korea 
(US$25.87 million) than in the North American market (US$16.11 million), attracting 
2.7 million spectators in Korea. In addition, The Grand Budapest Hotel and Her inked 
higher scores than expected. European films such as The 100 Year Old Man Who 
Climbed out the Window and Disappeared (Sweden), Attila Marcel (France) and Hector 
and the Search for Happiness (U.K, Germany et al) became box-office hits, taking the 
initiative in the new box-office trend. This trend resulted in the coining of a new term 
‘artbusters’. On the other hand, few Korean independent films earned popularity except 
for My Love, Don t Cross That River. Han Gong-ju and A Girl at My Door received at- 
tention from critics but failed to record high box-office scores. This exemplifies a struc- 
tural weakness of Korean cinema which is devoid of a middle zone between mainstream 


commercial films and low-budget films.

Imbalance in Terms of Genres 

Glancing through the list of Korean hit films shows that they are generally divided into 
two genres. One is the costume drama/period film, which is now a blockbuster genre 
that costs the largest expenditure of capital and earns the biggest profits in Korea. A total 
of six Korean period films premiered in 2014. Among them, four were ranked within 
the ten most commercially successful Korean films. The other is the ‘men’s film.’ These 
are crime, action and thriller films, or dramas or melodramas with their focus placed on 
male lead characters. Masculinity is a preoccupation of Tazza : The Hidden Card, The 
Divine Move, A Hard Day, The Target, Man in Love, The Con Artists and Haemoo, all 
of which caught on in the Korean film market. Among romantic films and comedies, 
Miss Granny and My Love, My Bride recorded rather meaningful performances. In recent 


times, this imbalance in terms of genre has been continuing in the Korean film industry.

The stages of its episodes are dif- 
ferent from one another. Tragedies and fantasies unfold in the city, the woods and the future. The 3D 
technique is used in scenes where the characters experience fantasies to get over suffering in reality. It's 
interesting to watch 3D scenes directed by leading directors of Korea, and it's noteworthy in terms of 
the industry that this effort displays the possibilities and realities of 3D film in Korea as well. It's the 
new vision of KAFA's project, ‘KAFA+.’
